Pond of Rochester, N. Y., who died 
recently, which was filed for pro- 
bate la.t Friday, she leaves lega- 
cies of $54,000 for religious, edu- 
cauonal and philanthropic pur- 
poses and included is $16,000 for 
the Northfield schools. Mrs. Pond 
~was the widow of Col. Nason P. 
Pond, co-publisher of the Demo 
crat and Chronicle, who died in 
1921 and was the stepmother of 
Mrs. Stephen A. Stark, formerly 
of Mount Hermon school but now 
recident with her husband in Short 
Hills, N. J., who receives a cash 
bequest and shares in the residue. 
The value of the estate is in ex- 
cess of $200,000.

After 
consideration and in compliance 
with the regulations cf the O. P. 
A., coupons were issued for the 
amount to be permitted. They 
were issued for various periods, 
No. 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6 and their 
validity in Zone A is as follows: 
Period 1 coupons, Oct. 1, '42, 
through Dec. 18; Period 2, Nov. 
30, ’42, through Jan. 20, 48; Pe- 
ricd 3 coupons, Jan. 7, 43 through 
Feb. 22; Period 4 coupons, Feb, 9 
through March 31; Period 5 cou- 
pons, March 18 through Sept. 30, 
’43. Customers must write the 
number of the sheet oneach cou- 
pon and surrender to the dealer 
as the oil is purchased. One unit 
amounts to 10 gallons during pe- 
riod 1 and 2 unless changed by 
OPA. The cheet contains also 
coupons for 50 gallons for odd 
gallon deliveries. If you are in 
doubt as to the value of your cou- 
pons or the time of their validity, 
consult your oil dealer.

The Old Bell Tolls In 
Greetings To Holland 


Kingston, N. Y., came into be- 
ing as a result of its settlement 
by the Dutch who first named the 
place Wiltwyck. They had come 
up from New York through the 
entire Hudson River valley and 
here and there amall communities 
were created. On both sides of 
the Hudson river are cities and 
towns, which were settlements 
founded by the Dutch pioneers. 
They brought with them their civ- 
ilization and established free gov- 
ernment, schools and churches. 
Today in Kingston many families 
trace their ancestry to these hardy 
foik and Dutch names are in evi- 
dence everywhere. The Firat 
Dutch Reformed church of that . 
city is a large and beautiful cathe- 
dral like structure and its congre- 
gation numbers among its mem- 
bership the descendants of the old 
first tamilies. Its graveyard sur- 
rounding the church in the center 
of the town is where many of the 
founders are buried. It all pro- 
vides a most intense historical set- 
ting. But to my story. From the 
belfry of this church, the old bell 
was sounded in a New Year’s 
greeting to the people of Holland, 
by short wave, and from inside the 
church was broadcast messages of 
cheer, sympathy and promise by 
the present pastor of the church, 
the Mayor of the city and other 
prominent persons. Also the or- 
gan pealed forth its message. The 
broadcaster was a young man who 
had escaped from Holland and has 
taken refuge in America, He was 
an. operator in Holland but fled 
with others before the onrushing 
Germans, Much publicity was 
given this event, but it is of in- 
terest here because that church 
has sent many to attendance at 
the conferences here and its for- 
mer pastor was the late Rev. Dr. 
Lucas Boeve, who with his family 
was a well known summer resi- 
dent, having property in Mountain 
Park, just off the Winchester road. 
His family continue to enjoy 
Northfield each year as they oc- 
cupy the summer home.

Then the Japanese officer turned the 
gun on himself with suicidal intent 
. Again he pulled the trigger and 
again his revolver failed him. At 
this point an American sailor 
knocked him out with a boat hook 
and pulled him aboard the Ameri- 
can craft a prisoner.
